Chater Memorial Scholarship. 


A new scholarship entitled the 
Chater Memorial Scholarship was 
instituted last year out of the 
funds collected locally to com- 
memorate the late Sir Paul 
Chater. : 

. The scholarship which is of the 
value of $800 a year and tenable 
for 4 years at the University will 
be awarded annually on the 
results of the Matriculation Ex- 
amination. The scholarship is 
open irrespective of race or creed, 
tu any boy or girl who, at the 
time of the award, can produce 
evidence of at least one parent 
who has been an habitual resid- 
ent in Hongkong for a period of 
‘not less than ten years, The 
object of the scholarship is to 
assist Hongkong boys and girls 
who, withaut a substantial monct- 
ary grant, would not be able to 
attempt to take one of the Uni- 
versity’s courses. - ;

PARROT DISEASE. 


NoReeaae ala AY, al AY 


Recently the Home Government 


was subject to a good deal of 


‘criticism for its ‘delay in prohibit- 
ing the import of parrots owing 
to the’ epidemic. of ' psittacosis: 
which has occurred in. various 


countries during the last year or 
| 80. 


The measure has been taken 
by the United States, all the Euro- 


| pean countrics and “by. various 


other nations, some of whom have 
enforced the ban before there was 
a. notified case -of the disease 
which has definitely been shown 
to be caused by parrots. Some- 
times devastating in its effects, the 
disease is one to, be feared, and 
the question arises whether, in 
view of the spread of the disease 
and the fact that many other coun- 
tries haye adopted preventive mea- 
sures, Hongkong should not in its 
turn give more than passing in- 
terest to psittacosis. There are 
quite a number of _bird_ shops _ in 
Hongkong and there is no doubt 
that parrots find their way into 
the Colony. Most of the bird shops 
are insanitary—it is probably ex- 
ceedingly difficult to make any very 


| marked improvenient—and there is 


undoubtedly a trade in birds of 
various kinds. If parrots are 


brought in to Hongkong, ‘then seri-| 


ous consideration should be given 
to the question of whether a ban is 
necessary or not. That the matter 
is 
shown by the fact that the League 
Health Organisation has publish- 
ed‘a lengthy memorandum review- 
ing the history and nature of 
psittacosis. It traces. the recent 


‘world epidemic to’ the export of 


diseased Amazon parrots from 
Brazil in the summer and autumn

Bird shops should be classed among 
unhealthy premises, Parrots should 


=| be kept in cages which are. thor- 


oughly cleaned and washed, their 
droppings and any objects which 
come in contact. with the parrots 
should not be allowed _ to touch 
anything used by human beings. 
Above ‘all, caresses and “mouth-to- 
beak” feeding should be avoided. 

These recommendations are 
caleilated to check the spread of 
the disease and we suggest that 
they are worthy of consideration by 
the local health authorities, While 
no case of psittacosis, has occurred 
in Hongkong , it would ‘be utter 
folly to walt until one does occur 
before action is taken. it would 
obviously be a wise, precaution for | 
the authorities to “determina” the 
nature of parrot. imports. into 
Hongkong and take the. necessary 
action to prevent the* appearance | 
of the disease ‘here. :
